It must be adm itted that pro­ 
hibition may

some. 
But as between “unrest” 
and delerium tremens, the coun­ 
try has very 
wisely 
enforced 
“u n rest” on the topers of Ameri­ 
ca. 
As for that part of America 
which was not composed of to­ 
llers when prohibition came into 
effect, any unrest

notice­ 
able is due more to too much rest 
not enough work than it is 
to any other single cause.

T in* Kins of tlie_ c o u n ty ^ are 
faced w ith .1 fuel shortage th a t lias 
caused num bers of them to consider 
the feasibility of installing crude oil 
b u rn ers under their boilers.
